MAGRUDER DECLARES 
- STATEMENTS ACCURATE 


Rear Admiral, in Philadelphia, 
Says He Will Not Make 
Any Retraction. 


Secretary of the Navy Wilbur ad- 
mitted yesterday that certain navy 


yards along the Atlantic seaboard could 
be “decommissioned,” effecting marked 
economies, but de*lared that the con- 
tingency of a war demanded that these 
yards be maintained in their present 
status. 

To decommission a navy yard it 
would be necessary to put it on inac- 
tive status, in effect, virtually to close 
it, since the navy yard under that 
status would carry on no work. The 
only semblance of activity would be 
the presence of watchmen to see that 
the property was not molested. 

This statement by the Secretary was 
regarded as a definite answer to the 
charges made by Rear Admiral Thomas 
P. Magruder in the Saturday Evening 
Post article that navy yards are the 
tools of politicians and are being oper- 
ated uneconomically and wastefully— 
in such a way that millions could Y 
saved if their operation was placed or 
an economical basis. 


Will Ask for Continuing Funds. 


Secretary Wilbur, stated further that 
the Navy Department would seek an ap- 
propriation at the coming session of 
Congress for the maintenance of the 
navy yards in their present status. 

He said that the maintenance of the 
yards in their present status was more 
essential due to the decrease in the 
work done by the private yards. There 
is no private yard on the Pacific Coast 
capable of constructing a cruiser, he 
said. On the Atlantic Coast, private 
yards are constructing two lHght cruis- 
ers at Camden, N. J., two light cruisers 
at Newport News, Va., and a light 
cruiser and an airplane carrier at 
Quincy, Mass. 

The Secretary pointed out the neces- 
sity of the cooperation of Congress in 
the maintenance of the navy yards. 
Since it has been indicated that Con- 
gress may give an ear to Rear Admiral 
Magruder’s charges of waste and his 
assertions as to what he could do to 
conserve this waste, this statement 
compels the reflection that there is 
some uneasiness among Navy Depart- 
ment officials as to the fate of the 
navy yard program. 


Previous Reports Recalled. 


However, while the statement of the 
Secretary conjured up again the ghost 
of the Magruder article, which was be- 
ginning to retire into the background, 
and gave it a kind of bounce for good 
measure, at the same time it recalled 
previous calculations made effecting 
economies in navy yards.

Throngs Roar Approval as 


Batties Rage on Ground and 
in Air at Military Carnival. 


TANK WEATHERS BLA 
OF T. N. T. CONTACT 


Field Swept by Search- 
lights and Flares. 


All of the thrills of actual warfare, 
minus most of its dangefs,. were ex- 
perienoced yesterday by the 7,000 curi- 
ous spectators who gathered at Wash- 
ington Barracks for the opening of the 
Army Relief Corps two-day military ex- 
position and carnival. 

Approximately 5,000 others thronged 
the greunds last night to witness a 
repetition of the afternoon maneuvers. 
Giant Signal Corps searchlights swept 
the field and many colored flares, 
dropped from planes and hurled heaven- 
ward during battle maneuvers, made 
the scene a brilliant one. 

Capt. Jess C. Boykin led his troop of 
Third Cavalry rough riders upon the 
field to officially open the afternoon’s 
performance. 

Time and again the crowds broke into 
applause as the troopers thrilled with 
their feats of horsemanship. They rode 
their mounts through hoops of fire and 
drove them at a gallop in the face of 
rifle fire, mounting them in every con- 
ceivable fashion. 


It was the attack on Medeleine Farm, 
however, that provided the feature of 
the afternoon. Carefully drilled in the 
exact reproduction of the famous en- 
gagement, the most bitterly contested 
of the World War, Cavalry, Artillery, 
Tank and Infantry units for half an 


hour laid siege to a replica of the oid 
French farmhouse. 


Planes Stage Battle. 


While the battle raged beneath them, 
Capt. Frank O. Hunter and Lieut. El- 
wood uesada engaged Lieut. R. I. 
Hazen and Lieut. R. 8. O’Neal overhead 
in Curtiss pursuit planes. Hunter and 
Quesada represented the American air 
forces, while Hazen and O’Néal piloted 
“German” ships, designated as such 
by streamers flowing from each wing. 

There were times when the roar of 
artillery pieces and the rattle of rifle 
fire were almost deafening. 

Early in the afternoon carrier pigeons 
were released by officers of the Signal 
Corps in the first of a series of races to 
Camp Meade. Each of the birds was 
named for an automobile, and specta- 
tors were permitted to “bet” on their 
favorite at the Signal Corps tent. Ford 
won the race in 33.2 minutes; Nash 
came second, in 33.3; and Jordan was 
third, in 33.7, 

In the cvening another cage of 
pigeons were released by Marine Gam- 
bereili and -‘ouglas -Stansbury, who 
with “Roxey” visited the carnival. This 
time Marmon won, in 44.25 minutes, 
and Rolls Royce arrived second, in 45 
minutes.

Prior to the release of the pigeons, 
“Lieut. Hunter and Lieut. Quesada, of 
Bolling Field, entertained with all man- 
ner Of aerial acrobatics. They were 
joined a few minutes later by Maj.

Gilkerson,. in a Martin bombcr, who 
proceeded to lower a smoke screen 
about the field. 

A feature of this exhibition was the 
radio conversgztion between Lieut, Louis 
Taton, of the Signal Corps, and the 
pilots of the planes. The pilots were 
given instruction in maneuvers, and 
their conversation broadcast by ampli- 
fiers to all corners of the field. Lieut. 
G. I. Back directed the Signal Corps 
activities. 

A gale of 40 miles an hour registered 
at an altitude of 2,000 feet forced post- 
ponement of the scheduled triple para- 
chute jump from a plane. 

The throngs on the side lines roared 
their approval as Capt. Sereno Brett, of 
Fort Benning, who commanded the

Baker of Missourt and the president 
of the. Board of Police Commissioners 
of St. Louis, Allen C. Orrick, request- 
ing United States troops for guard duty 
in the St. Louis cyclone area, directed 
Maj. Gen. William Lassiter, command- 


jing the Sixth Corps Area, ,at Chicago, 


to give such assistance as he could com- 
mand, 


Secretary Davis also directed Maj. 
Gen. Harry A. Smith, commanding the 
Seventh Corps Area, with headquarters 
at Omaha, Nebr., to cooperate with 
Gen. Lassiter in furnishing aid. 

Telephonic communication with Gen. 
Lassiter revealed that he had already 
received application for aid and had 
directed the commanding officer of 
Jefferson Barracks, 10 miles from St. 
Louis, to put his command, comprising 
60 officers and* 900 enlisted men, in 
readiness for. assistance. Gen. Lassiter 
said he would leave smnimemiately for the 
stricken area. 


' Orrick’s Appeal for Aid. 


Commissioner. Orrick sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to Secretary ‘Davis im- 
mediately after the storm: 

“Terrific cyclone struck St. Louis 
early this afternoon, Part of city al- 
most completely devastated and vast 
‘property damage.

Davis’ Instructions. 

Secretary Davis sent the following 
telegram to .Gen. Lassiter: 

“In connection with disaster result- 
ing from cycione, St.. Louis and 
vicinity, Secretary of War directs that 
under provisions of Army regulations 
‘500-60 you extend such aid to local 
authorities as are within the means 
available to your corps area. For this 
purpose you are authorized to call upon 
commanding officers of exempted sta- 
tions for such assistance as you deem 
advisable. Communicate with Gover- 
nors of Missouri and Illinois, and 
Mayor of St. Louis. If you deem ad- 
visable send officers to St. Louis to 
cooperate with mayor of that city.” 


Red Cross Pians Relief. 


William M. Baxter, jr.. manager of 
the midwestern area of the American 
Red Cross, with headquarters in St. 
Louis, telephoned James L. Feiser, vice 
chairman of the Red Cross at national 
headquarters here, yesterday morning 
that the latest estimate of the number 
killed was 71 and the number injured 
700. He said that about 5,000 families 
have been affected, most of them rent- 
ers living in apartments, flats and 
houses.

Lightning Kills Two. 


Poplar Bluff, Mo., Sept. 30 (A.P.).— 
Two men were killed by lightning and 
at least a score were injured, several 
seriously by an electrical storm follow- 
ec by a tornado in the rural sections 
about eight miles east and south of 
Poplar Bluff late yesterday. 

The dead are: Jess Frizzell, 30, 
farmer, and Thomas Dunning, 44, of 
near Corning. The tornado struck the 
little town of Broseley, wrecking sev- 
eral buildings and injuring seven per- 
sons. The storm struck Doniphan, 
causing some damage to property, but 
no casualties were reported. Corning, 
Ark., 33 miles south, also was struck. —

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 30 
Churches of St. Louis suffered $1,000,- 
000 damage, it was estimated tonight 
by Dr. A. H. Armstrong, secretary of the 
St. Louis Church Federation. He an- 
nounced, however, that churches would 
appeal to their congregations Sunday 


for a $100,000 contribution for the Red 
Cross. 

Great as the tornado damage was, it 
was more remarkable today for the 
damage it did not do than for the 
damage done. The finest churches, as 


well as the finest residences, the centers 
of civic beauty and public interest, as 


wel las the city’s great billion-dollar 
industrial district, escaped unscathed. 

Greatest church damage was done 
the historic Gidding Presbyterian 
Church on Washington boulevard. 
fine stained glass windows and solid 
stone walls raised 40 years ago were 
blown away, leaving only the roof as a 
remnant. Tiles of the roof of the Sec- 
ond Church of Christ, Scientist, nearby, 
are rolled up like a scroll. The front 
wall of the “Little Seminary” of the 
Vincentian Fathers was torn away. 

A heap of masonry marks the place 
of Grand Avenue Baptist Church, built 
35 years ago. Across from it are the 
ruins of the old Presbyterian Church of 
the Covenant. Domes of St. Theresa’s 
Catholic Church were stripped, leaving 
the lofty crosses untouched. 

A mound of unrecognizable debris is 
all that is left of the Greek Orthodox 
Church of St. Nicholas. Roofs and chim- 
neys of Grace Lutheran Church were 
damaged. Memorial windows of the 
shrine of St. Anne were shattered and 
windows of its parish school were all 
broken. West windows and roof of 
waaay Episcopal Church also suffered 

y.

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GOED JURY DISAGREES 


ON CHARGE OF ARSON 


Nine for Conviction and Three 


for Acquittal, Is Report 
After Discharge. 


Georgetown, Tex., Sept. 30 (A.P.).— 
Rebecca Bradley Rogers, 22-year-old 
former University of Texas student 
under indictment for bank robbery and 
arson failed today in her first effort 
to win her freedom when a jury in cir- 
cuit court here disagreed on the arson 
charge and was discharged. 

Nine members of the jury voted for 
conviction when the case went to the 


jury yesterday afternoon and continued 
to vote that way through the 21 hours 
of their confinement while the remain- 
der of the jury stood solidly for an ac- 
quittal on Mrs. Rogers’ insanity plea. 

The defendant, who had sat very 
calmly through the trial, 
her composure but expressed disap- 
pointment as the defense had thought 
that the majority of the jury was hold- 
ing out for acquittal. 

She returned immediately to her old 
home in Austin and will go to San 
Angelo, Tex., where she has been work- 
ing. Her husband, Otis Rogers, young 
lawyer, who made his maiden speech 
before a jury yesterday during final 
arguments for the defense, refused to 
comment on the verdict. Harty Dolan, 
the prosecutor, expressed the opinion 
that he would obtain a conviction in 
the next trial, if there is one. 

The next trial, however, depends 
largely on the outcome of Mrs. Rogers’ 
trial for bank robbery at Lagrange on 
December 5. 
that the arson case will be tried until 
the bank.robbery charge is disposed of. 

Attorneys were much interested in 
the arson trial as it gave them their 
first chance to study Mrs. Rogers’ in- 
Sanity plea. The defense has indicated 
that this will be its defense at La- 
grange. In the Lagrange case Mrs. 
Rogers is accused of having robbed 
the Farmers Bank at Buda of approxi- 
mately $1,000 assisted. only by a six- 
shooter. The prosecution in the arson 
trial maintained that she had planned 
to rob a bank at Round Rock and had 
fired a vacant house there, hoping that 
bank officials would rush to the fire 
and leave the way clear for a robbery. 

Evidence in the arson case was en- 
tirely circumstantial. Direct testimony 
will be relied upon by the State in the 
Buda robbery case.

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GOV. SMITH WAITS. 


Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New York continues 
to be just what the title implies. No word 
that the chief executive of the Empire State 
has yet spoken can give ground for any con- 
fufsion in the public mind between Gov, Smith 
and Al Smith, hailed by Tammany and other 
supporters as the hope of Democracy in 1928. 
He refused no later than Thursday to mix his 
present duties with his future ambitions, “The 
Democratic State convention was ready to give 
the excuse and the opportunity to. make a 
speech that would haye reached to every corner 
ofthe Nation. Gov. Smith devoted himself to 
the domestic affairs of the State. 

Gov. Smith’s friends view with mixed emo- 
tions his resolute determination to be, for the 
time being, Governor of New York and naught 
else. There are those who agree that he has 
adopted a wise course and that what need be 
done in behalf of his candidacy may well be 
done by his friends. They think that the 
record of performance in New York is sufficient 
grarantee of his character and worth. They 
bélieve that premature statements as to matters 
of national concern would serve only to pro- 
vide material for his enemies, They, at least, 
‘have the satisfaction of knowing that Gov. 
Smith is doing what they advocate. 

Other Democrats feel that the time has come 
for Gov. Smith to talk to a larger audience. 
They regard the insistence of other sections of | 
the. country for enlightenment as to Gov. 
Smiths’ views on national questions as a chal- 
letige that their leader ‘must meet and the 
sgoner the better. They would have him write 
his.personal platform upon such matters as pro- / 
hibition, farm relief, the tariff and the interna- 
tional relations of the United States, so that 
he might be measured as easily in New Mexico 
and Oregon as in New York. They think that 
fhe time has arrived to combat the idea that 
Gov. Smith is merely a New York and Tam- 
many candidate. 

' The decision that Gov. Smith is asked to 
thake can be made but once. The moment 
fhat he issues any statement or appeal of a 
national character the battle will have started. 
It may be that he thinks the time for real 
fighting is too far off to begin preliminary 
gkirmishes now. The very difference of opinion 
among his partisans in a way justifies -con- 
tinued silence. Then, too, this appears to be 
the era of progression by silence. In both 
parties the rival candidates are eyeing each 
6ther warily, but hesitate to speak definitely 
for fear of tempting the misfortune that has 
dvercome the “front runners’ in other years. 
Gov. Smith’s present remarks, even if limited 
th scope, reach a wide audience, and may open 
the way for national utterances at a later day. 


SEVENTY MILLIONS FOR POLAND. 


With the selection of an American financial 
adviser to supervise the distribution and use 
ef the funds, all the preliminaries necessary 
to the. floating of the Polish loan will have 
been perfected. The amount to be offered will 
be $70,000,000. The impression that the loan 
is to be made in the United States alone is 
erroneous. Besides American bankers, those 
of Belgium, Holland, Great Britain, France 
and Germany are among the subscribers. 
Etalian financiers and banks in other countries 
will in all probability take part in the trans- 
action, to a limited extent. The loan may be 
regarded as an international plan to aid the 
republic of Poland in building up her indus- 
tries and transportation facilities.

BABE RUTH. 


Babe Ruth has confirmed his right to be 
known as the mightiest hitter that baseball has 
ever known. Yesterday he hammered out his 
sixtieth home run of the present season, sur- 
passing his own record of 59 in a playing year, 
which he established in 1921. The remaining 
game which the New York Yankees have to 
play may enable him to increase his total. 

Never has any sport produced a hero who 
has attracted as much attention as Ruth, whose 
renown lies in the fact that he can hit a ball 
harder and farther than any other living mor- 
tal. He has been written about until he is 
almost a legendary figure. He receives in pay- 
ment more than any other player, a salary 
comparable.to the one enjoyed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. He is the greatest 
box office drawing card that the world of 
sport has ever known, and the multitude that 
has entered the various ball parks to see him 
play dwarfs even the number of those who 
have thronged to professional prize fights. 

Ruth’s crown as the champion home-run 
hitter has seemed at various times as if it 
were about to rest upon the brow of some 
other man.- It appeared to be in greater 
jeopardy than ever this year. Lou Gehrig, a 
teammate of Ruth’s, kept step with the cham- 
pion through all the early months of the 
season. Ruth did not assert himself until the 
final month. Then he drew away into a com- 
manding lead, and now he has topped his own 
accomplishment, so that it will be even harder 
for those who are to come to displace him in 
the history of the game. 


WOMAN’S BRAIN POWER. 


Dr. J. W. Papez, of Cornell, announces as 
the result of studies upon the brain of the late 
Mrs. Helen H, Gardener that there is ‘‘abun- 
dant evidence that the brain of a woman need 
not be inferior to a man of equal rank.”’ The 
statement made in this day and generation 
seems to be platitudinous. There may yet be 
some disposition on the part of captious critics 

to question the general standard of female 
mentality, but individual cases.to disprove flat 
statements are too numerous to need citation, 
he worthy scientist’s findings and the act 
that. made his researches possible serve to em- 
phasize the place women have made for them- 
selves in the fragmentary period:of civilization 
covered by the last three decades. It was in 
1897 that Mrs. Gardener, as an avowed suffra- 
gist with all that such a designation implied in 
those days, decided to will her brain to the 
Wilder collection at Cornell. It was then gen- 
‘erally held by conservatives that equality of 
the sexes was an impossibility, due to the lack 
of gray matter possessed by the female of the 
species. Advocacy of suffrage for women was 
considered a sign of mental deficiency rather 
than of normal intelligence, and the early fem- 
inists were definitely classed as being of un- 
sound mind. 

It was to combat what was then held to be 
an impregnable position that Mrs. Gardener 
and her friend, Mrs. Stanton, willed their 
brains to science. Advanced as they were, they 
failed to realize that the necessity for such a 
clinical substantiation of their position would 
pass within their own lifetimes. They were 
persuaded, no doubt, that their action might be 
of service to future generations of women. 
Mrs. Gardener herself lived to reap the benefits 
of the recognition which the world now accords 
to women of intelligence. She was among the 
first of her sex to be named to a high executive 
position in the Government. 

The argument which Mrs. Gardener sought 
to disprove joined the company of fallacies long 
before her death. Man can no longer keep 
woman in her place and out of his by decrying 
her mental capabilities. He must equal or sur- 
pass her in intelligence in order to hold his 
own. Science now only substantiates what has 
become axiomatic. Laboratory evidence is not 
required. The facts speak for themselves. The 
hope and faith which inspired Mrs. Gardener 
tn 1897 are accepted commonplaces today. 


‘THE WHITE SQUADRON’S SUCCESSORS. 


If the Cabinet officers of the ‘‘days of long 
ago’’ are able to look down, or up, from their 
present domiciles and view the activities of 
the present day, some of them must be hav- 
ing heaps of fun. There was William E. 
Chandler, sometime Secretary of the Navy,. for 
instance. It was during the regime of that 
energetic, if sometimes erratic gentleman, that

A RUSSIAN WINDFALL. 


The Boviet Wiverninent of Russia may be 
able to pay up all its debts, after all, and 
establish itself as a creditor nation instead of 
remaining an irresponsible debtor. It all de- 
pends on the nature of the “windfall” that 
came to Russia nineteen years ago, which has 
just been discovered. 


Perhaps instead of a windfall the discovery | 


should be designated as a heavenly gift. In 
any event it came out of the air when none 
was looking, and has lain untouched since 
1908 in the wilds of Siberia. Just where it 
came from no oné among all the astronomers 
of the Soviets has the faintest idea. All that 
is known is that a meteor exploded and fell 
‘in an inaccessible marsh forest’? and that it 
weighed, before separating itself into many 
parts, somewhere about 500,000 tons. The 
visitor is described as having destroyed a 
forest 3 miles in diameter, and the scientific 
Soviet Academy expresses the belief that the 
substance of the meteor is iron, nickel and 
platinum in combination. 

If those scientists are correct in their analy- 
sis it is likely that the platinum content will 
approximate at least 1 per cent of the mass. 
Five thousand troy tons of platinum at $100 an 
ounce ‘would fetch $12,000,000,000 at present 
quotations in the precious metals market. But 
the friends of the Soviet, if there are any, 
should warn Moscow that the dumping of such 
a quantity on the market at one time will cer- 
tainly cause a slump in prices, so that before 
undertaking to recover the mineral from the 
heavenly visitor it might be advisable to make 
arrangements for restricting the output, as the 
British government is doing in the case of 
rubber. ;

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{ THE ST. LOUIS DISASTER. 


Short of an earthquake, there is no element 
on destriiction bent against which man is so 
impotent as the wind. 
warning and may be combated.: Floods are 
checked and restrained almost as frequently 
as they get beyond control. Fire often dev- 
astates great areas, but @ man-made barrier 
is eventually erected. Intense heat or cold 
can be countered by human ingenuity. But 
the terror of the earthquake and the winds 
can neither be anticipated, nor is there any 
expedient to ward off their damaging power. 

There is, in consequence, nothing to com- 
pare with the fatalistic dread that overcomes 
those who find themselves in the path of a 
cyclonic disturbance. No human agency can 
create chaos in such an incredibly short time. 
There is neither safety nor relief during the 
storm’s fury. Man’s puny structures, his cas- 
tles and possessions, topple like autumn leaves. 
The winds return to sanity, and there remains 
nothing but debris from which it is almost 
impossible to extricate the threads of nor- 
mality. 

The full force of such a catastrophe can be 
best realized when a city is its victim. Thurs- 
day noon the residential section of St. Louis 
represented everything that may be consid- 
ered durable and lasting on this earth. A few 
minutes after 1 o’clock wreckage and jumbled 
ruins and the bodies of dead and injured cov- 
ered a wide area. The destruction had re- 
quired only five minutes. 

The city, the State and the Nation must 
work for months to repair the damage. The 
agencies of the Red Cross and the Army have 
gone into action. Thousands of persons will 
be engaged in protecting what little of a 
remains, furnishing relief to the homeless and 
rebuilding what was so easily torn down. The 
sympathy of the whole Nation goes out to the 
stricken city at this renewed reminder that 
the forces of nature may still at any moment 
make rubbish of all the evidences of civiliza- 
tion which man’s ingenuity has so laboriously 
brought into being, 


“THE TOOL OF KING GEORGE.” 


The case against William McAndrew, super- 
intendent of Chicago schools, takes on all the 
Specifica- 
tions and indictments without number -have 
been brought against the educator by his 
enemies. He is pictured as the tool of Eng- 
land and the foe of American ideals. On the 
basis of the prosecution’s charges the children 
of Chicago must have had difficulty in de- 
termining whether that city owed allegiance 
to King George or the United States.

Melrose Bailey’s Guest. 


She asserted that Mr. Melrose, who 
was a guest in the Bailey home at the 
time Mary Jane became ill early. this 
month, turned suspicion toward her 


after the girl’s death and said “that 
perhaps the authorities at the hospital 
thought that they were rendering a 
public service in trying to create an 
impression that I was guilty.” The 
statement named three staff physicians 
at the hospital, Drs. S. W. Mayberry, 
Paul Champlin and W. L. Kendall. 

Advised of Miss Atkinson’s accusa- 
tion at his home in Cleburne, Mr. Mel- 
rose refused to discuss the case. “I 
know absolutely nothing about it,” the 
rector said. 

The State’s case collapsed when Dr. 
W. H. Bailey, Oklahoma City patholo- 
gist. who made a chemical analysis of 
Mary Jane’s viscera for the State, testi- 
fied he had discovered no lethal 
poisons. Apparent traces of poison, dis- 
covered in preliminary tests, disap- 
peared under further analysis. 

The Rev. Mr. Bailey said he was 
glad that the nurse had been freed, 
and thanked the bishop, clergy and the 
congregation of his church for their 
confidence in him. 


No Sin,\Says Rector. 


“Ig any wrong has been done and if 
anything has been said to prejudice the 
opinions of the State against any one,” 
the rector said, “it may take time to 
heal and to prove to the world that 
no sin has been committed. 

“Our grief is the greatest because we 
have lost the companionship of our 
loved ones, a wife and mother (Mfrs. 
Bailey died about two weeks before her 
daughter, with symptoms said ‘to have 
been similar), a daughter and sister. 

“It is not right that the innocent 
should suffer and if there is ‘no case’ 
we are glad it is dismissed.”

Rome, Sept. 30 (A.P.).—The recent 
visit of the American Legion party to 
the Vatican has caused a slight diplo- 
matic incident, Germany and Austria 
having remonstrated in friendly fash- 
ion about passages in the address made 
by the Pope referring to “the contribu- 
tion by young America in that decisive 
moment for the future of old Europe 
and the whole world.”

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Seattle Meeting. 


Seattle, Sept. 30 (A.P.)—The six- 
teenth annual convention of the In- 
vestment Bankers Association of Amer- 


ica came to a close here today with 
the installation of Henry R. Hayes, of 
New York City as president. 

Six recommendations were adopted 
by the association: 

1. The further reduction of individ- 
ual income taxes. 

2. Reduction in the corporate income 
tax “until it accords more nearly with 
the rate of the normal tax on individ- 
ual incomes.” 

3. Immediate repeal of the Federal 
estate tax, 

4. Elimination of the items of capi- 
tal gains andycapital losses in the Fed- 
eral income taxation. 

5. Exemption of interest on bonds, 
notes and other obligations of Ameri- 
can corporations held by nonresident 
aliens from the application of the 
United States income tax, “when the 
country of which nonresident alien is 
@ citizen or subject in like case ex- 
tends reciprocal rights to citizens of 
the United States.” 

6. Enactment of reciprocity laws be- 
tween the States exempting nonresi- 
dent decedents from the operation of 
their tax laws on intangible assets of 
the estates of the nonresidents of those 
States which reciprocally will grant 
the same exemption. 

Railroad earnings, both gross and 
net, have shown a downward tendency 
“and there has been a decline in pas- 
Senger traffic as there was last year,” 
the railroad securities committee re- 
ported. 

“The Watson-Parker ‘act, the so- 
called labor bill, passed last year, has 
functioned very satisfactorily and has 
probably saved us very costly labor dis- 
turbances,” the report said. “The 
transportation act, under which the 
activities of the railroads are so largely 
controlled by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, has in the main, func- 
tioned satisfactorily, although it is to 
be hoped that Congress will simplify 
the provisions in reference to consoli- 
dations of railroads by giving wider 
discretion to the commission.” 


AGUILAR DECLINES 
CHALLENGE T0 DUEL 


Invites Herrero, However, to 
Try to Thrash Him Over 


Carranza Death. 


Mexico City, Sept. 30 (A.P.).—De- 
clining the challenge to a duel hurled 
at him by Gen. Rudolfo Herrero, former 
Foreign Minister Candido Aguilar in- 
vites Herrero to make good his threat 
to give him a thrashing. 

In a statement published today, Senor 
Aguilar declares that Gen. Herrero is 
disqualified under the code of honor 
and furthermore was dismissed’ from 
the army by former President Obregon 
because he was “unworthy to belong to 
that institution.” 

The duel challenge followed charges 
by Senor Aguilar that Gen. Herrero as- 
sassinated President Venustiano Car- 
ranza in 1920 while the latter was 
fleeing the country and that the crime 
was ordered by Gen. Obregon, who later 
became president, Herrero maintains 
that Carranza, seeing his escape cut off, 
took his own life. 

Senor Aguilar in today’s statement 
invites Gen. Obregon personally to 
answer the charge that he (Obregon) 
ordered Carranza’s death-at the hands 
of Gen. Herrero, who commanded the 
troops which pursued and overtook the 
fleeing president.

More or less juice may 
be required to bring the ingredients to 
the spreading consistence, depending 
upon the size of the orange and its con- 
tent of juice. The yolk of an egg may 
be added to give tke icing color and 
smoothness if deeper color is desired.

THE PROS AND CONS OF 
WAVING 


HE modern woman’s newest solil- 
oquy is, “To wave or not to 
wave—that is the question.” 
And well it is that she has awak- 
ened to the fact that it is a 
question. Much too much waving 
has been done within the past few 
years. With so many heads made 
straight by nature, it does not seem 
unreasonable to say that at least half 
of them should be left that way. The 
trouble is that some one sets a fashion 
and most women (in the well-known 
sheeplike manner) follow the leader 
of the flock—even if their type is as 
far szcmoved from the leader as (to 
quote familiar names) Mary Pickford 
from Gloria Swanson. 
Now all fashion is leaning not to- 
ward further standardization—there 
has been enough of that already— 


‘| but toward intelligent individuality. 


And our heads must follow! 


I urge every one with straight hair 
to try adopting a coiffure that does 
not require waved hair. Of course, 
for the first few times, the hair may 
need setting with combs. Then, when 
the hair is washed, it becomes more 
tractable if it is set and allowed to 
dry that way. There are s0 many pos- 
sibilities for -straight hair, either long 
or short, that no one with ingenuity 
will find a becoming arrangement dif- 
ficult to achieve. If you can visit a 
hairdresser and have him devise an 
individual coiffure, s0 much the better, 
(It goes without saying that if you are 
more attractive with a frame of waved 
hair, by all.means make the most. of 
yourself and stay waved.) 


Not so many yesterdays ago, a sight 
marcel was condoned chiefly because 
only the experts had learned how to 
give a lasting loose wave, and not every- 
body patronizes experts. The first per- 
manents were terrible things, to my 
way of thinking, but happily those days 
are over. The truly smart woman was 
the real reason for the improved meth- 
ods and the looser, more natural-look- 
ing permanents, for she would not have 
the tight wave that made her look like 
a first cousin to a Zulu warrior, 


Three methods, when expertly em- 
ployed, produce chic waves: finger- 
waving, permanent waving, and mar- 
celing. I have placed the methods in 
the order of general preference. The 
greatest advantage of finger waving is 
its chic appearance, for the head waved 
in this manner always conforms to the 
modern rule of a slim silhouette. Ex- 
tremely fine hair responds readily to 
this method, but needs care to prolong 
the period between Waves. For such hair, 
and especially as a boon to the busy 
woman, is the permanent wave. The 
better known methods given by care- 
fully trained operators will not harm 
the hair; and even blond or white hair 
can be let its lovely self. 

Marcelling is a matter to be in- 
trusted only to experts; and a person 
should insist upon a loose wave even 
if it doesn’t last as long as a tighter 
curl, The reward in chic is worth it.

Waves must be cared for if they are 
to last the longest possible time. 
Whenever the hair is combed, the wave 
should be pushed back into place with 
the tines of the comb and the palm of 
the hand.

CURE, NOT SNAKEBITE, OFTEN 
KILLS. : 

F a man is bitten by a snake, there 
is at least one thing -he must not 
do, . That is, to drink whisky or any 

other alcoholic beverage. That is one 
of the points made by Dr. Amaral, who 
is in this country to study its snake 
problem and to make snake antitoxin, 
called antivenin, available for every- 
body in need of it. 

Many people who have been bitten 
by snakes died from acute alcohol poi- 
soning. In order to cure t lves 
of a mild snake poisoning they have 
taken whisky in fatal doses. — 

Dr. Amaral thinks that if a man its 
bitten by a poisonous snake there is 
somewhere between 3 and 10 chances 
to 1 that he will get well if he does 
not kill himself by treatment. F>ison- 
ous snakes feed at night. They empty 
their poison sacs in killing their food. 
For several hours after feedings even 
a large poisonous snake would not have 
& fatal dose of poison in his poison 
sacs. Small poisonous snakes seldom 
have a fatal dose of poison at any hour. 


Another source of danger after snake 
bite is that the tourniquet will be put 
on-too tight or left on too long. Am- 
aral says, “Some of the serious results 
from snakebite are due more to severe 
long-continue! constriction by the 
tourniquet than to the toxic property 
of the venom itself.” 

He says the tourniquet should be ap- 
plied tight enough to cause the limb 
to become blue, but not firm enough 
to cause it to turn white. Once every 
ten minutes the tourniquet should be 
released for a few seconds. 


He does not say anything about put- 
ting a solution of permanganate in the 
wound, He does strongly advise anti- 
venin. This specific remedy is now 
pretty well distributed around the 
country. If airplanes can be used in 
delivering the dose, the remedy can 
generally be gotten in time. 

Dr, Amaral strongly advises getting 
the snake which has done the biting. 
That is necessary, as a rule, if we are 
going to make much headway in the 
use of the specific drugs for snake bite. 

Of course, he is against the indis- 
criminate killing of snakes. Most snakes 
are nonpolsonous, In fact, most of 
them are highly useful.

With this 
holding a game is practically sure at 
Hearts; it might not be made at Dia- 
monds. The Diamond bid should not be 
risked merely on account of the in- 
creased honor score, nor should a No 
Trump be risked with a singleton Queen 
of Spades. It would be perfectly sound 
bidding to jump partner’s Hearts to 
three or four were such jump necessary, 
but the hand is so strong that adverse 
bidding, even in the Spade suit, is not 
to be feared and such bidding might 
give a chance for a profitable double. 

No. 18. Three Hearts. The making of 
this contract is far from being assured, 
but with this type of hand, adverse bid- 
ding should be shut out if possible. 

No. 19. Five Hearts. A reasonably safe 
bid and. the type of hand with which 
any conservative risk should be taken 
to shut out adverse bidding. 

No, 20. Pass. Ample strength for a 
jump, but no need for it. The hand is 
so strong that adverse bidding, which 
can only be in the lowly Club suit, 
should be encouraged.

EW YORK, Sept. 30.—Babe Ruth 
broke his own home-run record 
of 59 when he hit his sixtieth 
home run of the season this afternoon 
in the eighth inning of the game with 
Washington. Tom Zachary was pitch- 
ing. Pandemonium reigned among the 
10,000 fans at Yankee Stadium as they 
watched the ball settle high in the right- 
field bleachers. 
In breaking his record of 59, estab- 
lished in 1921, Ruth accomplished a 


impossibility. Today it appeared very 
much as though the King of Clout 
would have to postpone his record- 
breaking clout until tomorrow when 
the Yanks end their season. In the 
first inning Zachary walked Ruth on 
four consecutive balls, but not inten- 
tionally, while the big fellow singled in 
the fourth and sixth. 

His opportunity in the eighth would 
have been his last of the day unless the 
game went into an extra inning. He 
watched a ball cross the plate and then 
took a strike, but the next pitch seemed 
to be “just what the doctor ordered,” 
and he looped it into the stands in 
right, about ten rows back, and at least 
20 yards from the foul line. Koenig 
was gon base at the time, and the hit 
won the game for the Yankees, 

Usually the Babe trots around the 
paths in a most unconcerned manner, 
but it was different today both for him 
and the fans.

Huggins Places Much 
Hope in Southpaw 
for Series. 


Hornsby Says Pirates 
‘Kill’ Left-Handers; 


Criticizes Bush.

EW YORK, Sept. 30.—Although 
the 1927 record of Herbert Pen- 
nock, the Yankee’s star left- 

handed pitcher, is not as good as that 

of last season, Manager Huggins is 
counting heavily on the veteran in the 
coming world’s title clash with the 

Pirates. In fact, the midget manager 

of the American League champions in- 

timates that he considers Pennock as 
his best bet, basing his dope on the 
fact that the southpaw is a_ great 

“money player,” one of that kind who 

rises to his greatest heights when the 

stakes are important. 

In Pennock’s fifteen-year career as a 
professional player he has participated 
in three world’s series and he has yet 
to feel the sting of defeat. With the 
Mackmen in 1914 and with the Yankees 
in 1923 and last year his record in 
series games is four victories and no 
defeats, while he has taken part in 
three other games in which the decision 
went to the credit or discredit of some 
other pitcher. 

But experts do not always agree. The 
writer had an interesting and lengthy 
talk with Rogers Hornsby, acting man- 
ager of the New York Giants, this morn- 
ing, and McGraw’s right-hand man 
does not believe that Pennock can beat 
the Pirates; in fact, he declares that 
any southpaw who wins from Bush’s 
crew either has to be in exceptional 
form himself or to catch the Bucs on 
an off-day. 


Hornsby, being a National player, 
naturally leans toward that cir- 
cuit’s representative in the coming 
title joust, but he admits that nei- 
ther team is a standout and that, 
in his opinion, the two outfits are 
so evenly matched that the “breaks” 
are apt to decide the winner of the 
set. 

“I believe that Huggins will make a 
mistake if he starts either of his south- 
paws against the Pirates,” he said, “for 
they murder this kind of pitching and 
the good left-handers don’t look any 
better against them than the poorer 
ones. As a matter of fact, the Pitts- 
burgh team is a heavy hitting one 
against any kind of pitching, but our 
experiences this season have shown 
that it is weakest against the right- 
handers. Huggins has some good right- 
handers and, if he can get by without 
using the port-siders, I think it would 
be a wise move on his part.” 

If managerial strategy cuts any figure 
in the coming set, Hornsby gives the 
Yankees quite an edge. “Huggins is a 
smart, cagey manager,” he says, “who 
knows what it is all about. Donie Bush, 
on the other hand, has made many 
mistakes this season and, in my 
opinion, is not in Huggins’ class. In 
fact, I do not consider him better than 
the average.” 


Bush’s biggest mistake of the sea- 
son was his action with respect to 
Kiki Cuyler, as Hornsby sees things. 
“Cuyler is one of the best fly- 
chasers in the league,” said the act- 
ing Giant leader, “and it looks to 
me as though Donie is simply ‘cut- 
ting off his nose to spite his face’ 
in keeping him on the bench.

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District Officials and Citizen

ADDITIONAL STATE TAG 
IS REQUIRED FOR CARS 


Cost in City Is Only $1, but 
Ranges From $15 to $200 
in Old Dominion. 


District officials yesterday took steps 
to determine the full significance of 
the ruling of Virginia authorities that 
automobiles from the District and other 
places doing business within that State 
must be equipped with Virginia li- 
cense pilates. Citizens and trade asso- 
clations also took up the investigation, 
with the resuit that there now looms 
another reciprocity wer such as for- 
merly caused so much trouble between 
residents of the District and of Mary- 
land, only this time Virginia will be on 
the “cantankerous” side. 

Corporation Counsei Wililam W. Bride 
started a movement to learn more fully 
the plans of the Virginia authorities, 
and in the meantime took up with the 
Disérict Commissioners, in executive 
session, the details at present available. 
On the citizens’ side, the Chamber of 
Commerce called a meeting of its com- 
mittee on freight rates and transporta- 
tion for Wednesday afternoon at 1 
o’clock to delve into the matter. 


At Sea on Decision. 


District officials, as well as business 
men who will be most hard hit by 
the ruling, were almost completely at 
sea-in regard to the decision, little 
information as to its effect, or its pur- 
pose being available here. 

Little doubt was felt that if Vir- 
ginia persists in the stand ‘she has 
taken, efforts will be made to have 
the District return the treatment 
which she purposes to mete out to 
Washington residents and _ business 
men. It may be necessary, however, 
in order to equalize things betwéen 
the two political divisions, to obtain 
legislation from Congress, which would 
either increase the costs of District tags 
and licenses to equal those of Virginia, 
or would provide for reciprocity in the 
matter for automobiles engaged in in- 
terstate commerce. 

The price of license tags in Vir- 
ginia now runs much higher than in 
the District, prices ranging from $15 
to $200 for each truck or car, while in 
Washington the license fee is standard- 
ized at $1. Even,though residents of 
Virginia sending their cars into the 
District were forced to obtain District 
tags, therefore, Washington citizens 
who were compelled to buy Virginia 
plates, would be distinctly at a dis- 
advantage. 


Called “Teapot Tempest.” 


The ruling and the stir which it 
caused in Washington were described 
as being merely a “‘tempest in a teapot” 
by Raymond Beck, general manager of 
the Greater Washington Motor Club, 
in a statement issued last night. The 
Statement declared that “there is no 
cause for alarm over a possible ‘reci- 
procity’ war between the District and 
Virginia.” . 

Beck urged that no precipitate ac- 
tion be taken pending a complete and 
official report of the ruling of the Vir- 
ginia authorities, saying that “on both 
sides of the line there would be in- 
stant Yesentment over action which 
might bring about disruption of the 
present cordial relations.”

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stop this move, which they considered 
fatal to the State ticket. Mr. Bryan 
is not opposing Smith either and re- 
fuses to be drawn into the wet and 
dry fray.

Now that Mr. Htichcock has come 
back into politics, Mr. Bryan may

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Data Gathered in Study of 
Burden Here to Be Given 
to Commissioners. 


REVISION OF FISCAL 
RELATIONS PROPOSED 


Economist Advises Commit- 
tee of Chamber to Collect 
Data for Congress. 


Two important matters concerning 
fiscal relations between the District 
and Federal governments were de- 
veloped yesterday by the Board of 
Trade and the Washington Chamber of 
Commerce. 

One was the completion of the com- 

rehensive tax survey undertaken by 

he board to determine if Washington- 

fans are bearing more than their just 
share of the tax burden. The other 
was the declaration of Dr. Thomas 
Walker Page, former president of the 
National Tax Association and a member 
of the Institute of Economics, speaking 
before the committee on municipal fi- 
nance, taxation and assessments, of the 
chamber, urging revision of the finan- 
cial relations of the local and Federal 
governments. 

A meeting of the committee on mu- 
nicipal finance of the Board of Trade 
has been called for Friday afternoon, 
when results of the survey will be laid 
before the members. At this meeting, 
it is understood, plans will be formus- 
lated for presentation of the facts relat- 
ing to the fiscal relations of the local 
and Federal governments, as determined 
by the survey, to the District Commis- 
sions, for transmission to Congress. It 
is not expected that the full results 
will be made public until they are 


Teady to be presented to the District 
heads. i 


Data Sought in 50 Cities. 


About three months ago the board 
began mailing questionnaires to offi- 
Cials of 80 cities of comparable size to 
Washington asking information about 
tax rates, assessments, per capita tax, 
bonded indebtedness, amount of tax- 
exempt property and other questions. 

The board also plans to send out in 
the near future a similar questionnaire 
to many of the leading bankers of the 
country, asking for further evidence in 
the form of tax certificates on property, 
specifying the amount sold in regular 
sales transactions. This is to be done 
as further proof that the citizens of 
the National Capital are bearing more 
than their share of expenses. 

An urgent need of revision of the 
fiscal relations between the District 
and Federal governments was cited yes- 
terday by Dr. Page. He declared basic 
revision was necessary in order to find 
the proper sources of income to be 
taxed, and then assessed accordingly. 
The real estate tax, he stated, was out 
of proportion to the rest of the taxable 
income. 


Urges District Present Facts. 


Dr. Page expressed the belief that 
Congress was ready to do the proper 
thing concerning fiscal relations, but 
it was up to the District to obtain 
facts and figures to show how the bur- 
den compares with other cities. If it 
was shown Washingtonians were pay- 
ing a higher rate than comparable 
cities, then Congress should be urged 
to fix an equitable rate, and any 
amount over this, he said, should be 
borne by the Federal Government. 

The question of the Virginia income 
tax law, whereby District residents who 
work across the river, are taxed but 
Virginia residents working in the Dis- 
trict are exempt, was also taken up 
by the Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittee. It was decided to wait until 
the investigation of the Gibson District 
subcommittee is completed before tak- 
ing any action. 


Hearing on Zone Code 
Changes Announced 


Amendments to the zoning code de- 
signed to create a new zone known as 
“A detached” for single family de- 
tached residences only, for permitting 
community houses in a restricted area 
and for making A restricted area in fu- 
ture the same as A area in the past, 
except that no apartment houses or 
hotels may be erected therein, will be 
discussed at a public hearing before the 
zoning commission October 10 in the 
board room of the District Building. 

The following proposed changes in 
zoning also will be canvassed at the 
hearing: Change all B area property 
south of Calvert street and west of Wis- 
consin avenue to B restricted; south 
side of M street northwest between 
Eighteenth and Nineteenth streets 
from second to first commercial; prop- 
erty bounding on Fifth street southeast 
from residential to first commercial 
of Minnesota avenue 
southeast between Twenty-second and 
Twenty-fifth streets from first com- 
mercial to residential.

IMPROVEMENT URGED 
ALONG WATERFRONT 


Wharf Committee Reports 
Pilings at Many Piers 
Are Deteriorated. 


CONGRESS TO GET PLANS 


The District wharf committee, con- 
sisting of Roland M. Brennan, chief 
clerk of the engineering department; 
D. E. McComb, engineer of bridges, and 
H. R. Lohman, harbormaster, in its 
annual report for the last fiscal year, 
submittted yesterday, expressed the 
hope that the general development and 
improvement of the waterfront along 


the Washington channel, proposed by 
the United States engineer’s office, will 
be approved and funds provided for its 
execution “which has been long de~- 
layed.” 

It is stated in the report that the 
project will be presented to Congress 
this winter. The report says in part: 

“While it has been possible to main- 
tain some of the timber wharves along 
the waterfront by agreement with ten- 
ants, it is a fact that many wharves 
are in. an advanced stage of deteriora- 
tion. Piling is badly decayed and sup- 
porting timbers are crumbling. 

“The morgue wharf should be recon- 
structed. Existing bearing piles show 
sufficient decay to indicate a loss of 
from 25 to 80 per cent of their struc- 
tural value. Pile caps, posts and sills 
are positioned without uniformity and 
are sway-braced with a miscellaneous 
collection of timbers of doubtful 
strength.” 

Total revenue from. wharf rentals 
Was reported as $34,558.45, including 
the fish market. Concrete footings at 
the municipal fish wharf were repaired 
at a cost of $4,596.39. Fender and 
cluster piles were replaced and new 
timber curbs installed at a cost -of 
$5,341.29. The rubble masonry revet- 
ment wall under the District morgue 
was reconstructed at a cost of $1,638. 


BOYS’ CLUB CAMPAIGN 
SPEEDED AT MEETING 


$125,000 Needed to Complete 
Building Program; New- 
houser Predicts Success. 


An energetic conclusion, of a cam- 
paign to raise the $125,000 necessary 
to complete a library, gymnasium and 
workroom and to build a swimming 
pool for youths of the National Capi- 
tal was urged yesterday by members 
of the Boys’ Club of Washington at a 
meeting in club headquarters. 

Roy L. Newhouser, who presided, de- 
clared the drive will be a success and 
said that the construction of the Boys’ 
Club and its maintenance is “one of 
the greatest pieces of insurance that 
could possibly be afforded by con- 
tributors to the fund.” The contem- 
plated enlargement of*the club’s head- 
quarters, according to F. V. Thomson, 
secretary, will require the expenditure 
of $50,000 for the reading room, work- 
room and gymnasium, and $20,000 for 
a swimming pool. A budget of $30,000 
is needed by the club for the next two 
years, Thomson said, while the balance 
of the fund would be used to pay off 
the present indebtedness on the build- 
ing. 

John Dolph, one of the’ founders of 
the club, said the jail, penitentiary and 
poorhouse would not be needed if boys 
of the country were given the oppor- 
tunity to learn the difference between 
right and wrong. This, he said, is 
one of the aims of the Boys’ Club of 
Washington. Among those at the 
meeting was Dr. S. M. Rinehart, who 
has just made a substantial contribu- 
tion of books to the library of the 
Boys’ Club. 


Commission Approves 


Chain Bridge Plan 


The District Commissioners yester- 
day approved plans of the District En- 
gineer Department for repairing the 
south abutment of Chain Bridge. Un- 
der plans made by the bridge division 
the present crumbling stone abutment 
on the Virginia end would be replaced 
by a new wall of concrete. 

In the advertising for bids, which is 
expected to be made next week, the 
Commissioners, however, will not con- 
fine the bidding to the present plans of 
| the bridge division, but will ask pros- 
pective bidders to submit alternate pro- 
posals on any other method they may 
think would serve the same purpose. 
The Commissioners expect to have the 
work completed in time for the reopen- 
ing of the bridge in the spring.

HESSE [S ACCUSED 
BY BAND LEADER

Brown’s letter to 
Dougherty said, in part: 
“On last Thursday evening the Boys’ 
Band was invited to attend the per- 
formance at the Earle Theater. My 


associate, Mr. Kidwell, made the ar- 
rangements and advised the theater 
management that a permit from the 
Police Department would be necessary 
in order that the boys could play a 
few numbers at the theater entrance. 

“Assuming that the permit had been 
secured and after playing several num- 
bers, I was approached by Maj. Hesse, 
who asked me if I had a permit, and 
when I told him that the matter had 
been taken care of by the theater man- 
agement, he replied that I was trying 
to put over a dirty trick on him. This 
quotation was repeated by him several 
times. His actions of discourtesy and 
apparent loss of temper were entirely 
uncalled for and caused me consider- 
able embarrassment», before the large 
crowd that had gathered.” 

Brown then pointed out that through 
some mistake the permit had not been 
obtained and he was advised to appear 
in court. He stressed the fact that 
he had no complaint at all to offer 
about his arrest, but resented strenu- 
ously Maj. Hesse’s alleged discourteous 
attitude. 

The letter stated: 

“It strikes me that with all the re- 
cent agitation for courtesy in the Po- 
lice Department the smallest thing that 
the superintendent could do would 
be to set a good example.” 

Brown declared that his purpose in 
writing the letter was to have Commis- 
sioner Dougherty charge Maj. Hesse 
with conduct unbecoming a policeman. 
If no action is taken on the complaint, 
Brown said, within a few days he would 
make a more direct request that charges 
be brought against the police chief. 

Brown also sent a letter to Maj. Hesse 
in which he expressed resentment 
against Hesse’s ‘“discourtesy and ap- 
parent loss of temper.”’ : 

“You stepped entirely outside of the 
pale of your authority, and after due 
reflection I can not imagine how any 
public official who is responsible could 
act as you did on that occasion,” the 
letter stated, and continued: 

“Probably you are aware that a repu- 
table citizen of the District of Co- 
lumbia is entitled to respect and 
courtesy from any and all public ser- 
vants, and, in this day when so much 
agitation has been carried on for kind- 
ness and thoughtfulness toward the 
public, it seems to me that the most 
effective way of securing these ends 
would be to start at the top. 

~“T believe that if I had been in your 
position and seen the good humor and 
politeness of Officer No. 654 that a few 
moments refiection would have made 
me ashamed.” 

Officer No. 654 is Private William H. 
Hinson, of the First Precinct. Brown 
said that he was talking to the Police- 
man vwhen Maj. Hesse walked up. 
Hesse appeared to be very angry when 
he asked if the band had a permit to 
play in public, Brown said. He was at 
@ loss to understand what Maj. Hesse 
meant by his remark about “trying to 
put over a dirty trick,” Brown said. 

Hinson was very calm and courteous 
throughout the interview, Brown said. 
He declared that he felt that Hinson 
“set a good example for Maj. Hesse to 
follow.” 

Brown concluded his letter to Hesse 
by saying, “I repeat that I do not think 
that:you have the right to publicly em- 
barass anyone without just cause, and 
I propose to use every honorable means 
within my power to protect myself and 
to prevent a reoccurrence to some other 
citizen.”
